ed to comment on suggestions that 
this city might be designated. 


American consent to participate 


was regarded generally as a fore- 
gone conclusion after

department issued Its stinging de- 
nunciation of Japan last night as 
a treaty violator. 


Secretary Hull 
explained

pronouncement was made by the 
United States government in Its 
capacity as a signatory of treaties 
it regarded as having been vio- 
lated and raised only tho simple 
question of whether tho action of 
another signatory was contrary to 
tho pacts.- 


In its condemnation of Japan,

ers, wero shot down by a surprise

tze river port of Hankow. 


The massed Japanese

took to tho air yesterday

as the League of Nations and the 
United States were condemning 
Japan for violation of her treaty 
obligations by Invasion of Chinese 
territory. 


A dozen railway centers wero 


bombed along the route from Can- 
ton to Hankow, Chinese dispatches 
said, killing and wounding more 
than 300 non-combatants in those

cines against the common cold, 
tried on 20,000 persona, helped 80 
par cent of them—were useless for 
tho others. 


This verdict, the result of the 
largest, longest and most com- 
plete touts of common cold vacci- 
nation yet reported, was announc- 
ed to tho American public Health 
association today. 


All known kinds of cold vac- 
ernes wore tried. 
All helped in 
the same way: They shortened 
the duration of common colds, 
kept people from feeling very sick, 
averted 
after-effects. 
But none of them reduced th# 
number of colds.

Franklin, that was told on 
Constitution Day and de- 
serves to be kept alive. 


At the close of the con- 


vention 
in 
Philadelphia 


that adopted the Constitu- 
tion, he was asked: "Well, 
what have we got—a re- 
public or a monarchy?" 


"A republic—if you can 


keep it," replied the vener- 
able sage. 


Well, have we kept that 


republic 
all 
these 
150 


years? Apparently we have 
done better. We have gone 
beyond it, transforming our 
republic into a democracy. 


What is the difference, 


you ask? A republic is es- 
sentially 
a 
representative 


government, acting through 
chosen 
representatives 
in 


choosing 
public 
servants 


and enacting laws. It is a 
roundabout method. A de- 
mocracy 
is 
essentially 
a 


government in which the 


; people 
govern 
themselves 
directly. 


We have necessarily held 


to the indirect process, act- 
ing through chosen repre- 
sentatives, in many respects, 
as 
any 
populous 
nation 


must do. A hundred mil- 
lion people cannot govern 
themselves like the mem- 
bers of a New England 
town meeting. Yet more and 
more, starting with the di- 
rect election of the Presi- 
dent by popular vote, we 
have come to direct, per- 
sonal action on the part of 
the voters. 


And 
the 
voters 
them- 


selves are a different group 
In early days, 
and 
long 


afterward, there were prop- 
erty qualifications in many 
states, and other limitations, 
so that a few citizens con- 
trolled 
governmental pro- 


cesses. 
Now millions gov- 


ern themselves more direct- 
ly than^ thousands did then 


Today's automobiles, cap- 


able of moving at a speed 
of 80 miles an hour, are so 
slowed down by inadequate 
thoroughfares 
and 
poorly 


planned 
traffic 
arrange- 


ments that they go no faster 
than the horse and buggy 
of an earlier day. This, at 
least, is the 
situation in 


New York City, where fre- 
quent traffic 
lights 
and 


street intersections often re- 
duce the motor car to a 
creeping thing. It is not so 
bad in smaller 
cities, 
al- 


though they have their traf- 
fic troubles, too. 


Representatives of the au- 


tomobile, petroleum, road- 
building, transportation and 
other industries took up this 
problem at a recent meeting 
of the American Institute of 
Steel 
Construction. 
They 


found a crying need for ex- 
press routes in cities as well 
as 
between 
cities, 
with 


crossings eliminated by cin- 
der-passes 
and 
with 
ap- 


proaches from the side made 
easy and swift by means of 
clover-leaf ramps into cor- 
rect traffic lanes. 


The job of 
remodeling 


the nation's highway sys- 
tem on such a basis would 
cost 
$57,000,000,000, 
ac- 


cording to authorities, but 
it would be worth starting. 
Traffic accidents cost close 
to a billion dollars a year. 
Traffic congestion probably 
costs more than that. The 
purchase and use of auto- 
mobiles is held down by 
these factors. 
Dr. McClin- 


tock of the Harvard Uni- 
versity traffic research bu- 
reau 
believes the 
nation 


could buy 5,000,000 to 10,- 
000,000 
more automobiles 


than it now uses if the coun- 
try had efficiently designed 
streets and highways. 


Something will be done 


about this, beginning soon, 
and we may see a highway 
system 
wholly 
different 


from today's lay-out.

INTO WAR-INCLINED 
NATIDNSOF WORLD 


CALLS FOR CONCERTED AC- 


TION FOR RESTORATION 


OF UNIVERSAL PEACE 


By D. HAROLD OLIVER 
CHICAGO, Oct. 5.—(#) 


—A demonstrative 
throng 


of citizenry heard President 
Roosevelt rip into 
war-in- 


clined n a t i o n s today in 
sounding an emphatic world- 
girdling call for "concert- 
ed" action for restoration of 
universal peace. 
Facing a crowd 
estimated by 


police at 60,000 gathered to watch 
him dedicate Chicago's Outer Link 
Highway bridge, the chief execu- 
tive, In a stirring plea for aanclty 
of treaties and sanity in Interna- 
tional dealings, asserted: 
"There 
must 
be positive en- 
deavors to preserve peace." 
He did not disclose what he had 


In mind in this direction but he 
hinted at measures which In effect 
would "quarantine" the militaris- 
tic "10 per cent" to protect the 
90 per cent of the world popula- 
tion he described as peace loving. 
"It seems unfortunately true," 
ha asserted, "that the epidemic 
f world lawlessness Is spreading. 
"When an epidemic qf physical 


disease starts to spread, the com- 
munity approves and joins in a 
quarantine of the patients in order 
to protect the health of the com- 
munity against the spread of the 
disease." 
The president motored to the 
center 
of Chicago's 
Centennial 


Jubilee 
celebration 
through 
a 


downtown storm of ticker 
tape 
and paper scraps- 


Scores of thousands lined Mich- 
igan boulevard and other streets 
to cheer him along. 
The weather was mild, a warm 


sun permitting the president and 
members of his party to go out 
without topcoats. 
The great throng cheered for a 


full minute and railroad and river 
boata shrieked their whtsltes as 
the president stood before a bat- 
tery of mlchophones to broadcast 
to the nation over three hookups 
his most Important message for- 
eign affairs since he took office. 


Mayor Edward J. Kelly present- 
ed him as "our friend and good 
neighbor." 


Points to Mounting Fears. 
The president declared the hopes 


of mankind for a continuing era 
of international p*ace, raised to 
great heights with the signing of 
the Kellogg-Brland pact 15 years 
ago, had "lately given away to a 
haunting fear of calamity." 


Cheers and handclapplng greeted 
his declaration that there "must 
be a return to a belief In the 
pledged, word, In the valuo of a 
signed treaty," and recognition of 
the fact that "national morality is 
as vital as private morality." 
"America hates war," he said, 
emphatically. 
"America hopes for 
peace. Therefore, America active- 
ly engages In the 
search 
for 
peace." 


He charged aggressor nations 
with violating the covenant of the 
League of Nations, the Kellogg- 
Briand pact and the nne-power 
trety guaranteeng the territorial 
Integrity of China, ^and of "Ignor- 
ing" humane Instincts.

William Green called upon

American Federation of Labor's 
annual convention today to sup- 
port British labor In a boycott on 
all Japanese goods.

loudly applauded Green when he 
said he knew the convention would 
send a "favorable answer" to a, 
cablegram from the British trade 
union congress asking for a joint 
joycott. 
When Green finished his speech, 
a delegate Immediately offered a 
motion to join British labor im- 
mediately In the boycott. The mo- 
tion was withdrawn, however, when 
Green suggested It would be bet- 
ter to have a committee report on 
the subject. 
Green's remarks followed anoth- 
er appeal from British labor to 
help promote peace through "con- 
certed action" of the world's demo- 
cratic nations.
